'Dog Day' has his say 
from FCI prison cell 


(Editor’s note: This is the first in a 
two-part series.)

The inmates at FCI can’t pronounce 
Wojtowicz and refuse to say “ Little 
John," so John Wojtowicz is stuck with 
the name "Dog Day." 
He hates the handle even if it does 
come from a movie Hollywood made 
about him. 


"Dog Day Afternoon" was the movie 
and A1 Pacino played the swaggering and 
erra tic ch aracter modeled after 
Wojtowicz. 
Wojtowicz detests the movie. In his 
opinion it fails to tell what really hap­ 
pened on that day in 1972 when he and a 
friend named Sal Naturale robbed a 
Chase Manhattan Bank in Brooklyn and 
nearly escaped the country with 
hostages in a plane 
Wojtowicz also hates the book "Dog 
Day Afternoon” based on the movie It 
was even more inaccurate 
Nor does he hold the 1973 Life 
magazine article about the robbery in 
high regard, because it was misleading 
too. And so was the August 1976 Playboy 
story about him. 
The true and accurate story about 
John Wojtowicz. who once studied ac­ 
counting at New York City College, and 
his celebrated robbery has never been 
truthfully depicted or reported. T>ie 
reason, he believes, is that “ the powers 
that be don't want me to say what 1 have 
to say." 
But perhaps the reason he has not had 
the opportunity to give his side of the 
story has more to do with the fact that 
until recently the Bureau of Prisons 
maintained a policy of forbidding the 
press to interview inmates 
Recently 32-year-old Wojtowicz had 
his first authorized press interview, 
which was with the Record The follow­ 
ing. summarized, is what he said: 
His trouble started in 1971 when he fell 


in love with Ernest Aron and married 
him while he, Wojtowicz, still loved and 
was the husband of the former Miss 
Carmen Bifulco 


The wedding to Carmen in 1967 was a 
$6,000 extravaganza, but it was a 
pedestrian affair compared to a wedding 
where the bride is a guy dressed in a 
$650 white-laced gown backed by three 
bridesmaids gowned in maroon. This 
was the picture of the wedding of 
Wojtowicz and Ernest Aron. 
Ernest wore the dress 
In the movie “ Dog Day Afternoon" it 
is suggested that Wojtowicz was so un­ 
happy with his wife Carmen that he was 
driven into the arms of a man This is un­ 
true. he said. 
"M y wife Carmen is a good wife. The 
only reason we broke up was because of 
my in-laws," he said. 
"She is not an ugly and greasy looking 
woman with a big mouth as the movie 
pictured her," he continued 
"She is 
overweight, yes." 
The wedding of Wojtowicz and Ernest 
was "the first public drag wedding in 
the history of the United States.” It was 
duly reported by Walter Cronkite on 
national tv. Wojtowicz says proudly. But 
Wojtowicz did not marry Ernest to make 
that claim. 
“ I married Ernest because I wanted to 
make him an honest guy I believe if you 
love someone you marry them. It’s old 
fashioned and corny but I believe in it," 
he declared 
For Wojtowicz. the bad part about be­ 
ing married to a man in this instance was 
that the man was desperate for a sex- 
change operation and Wojtowicz didn’t 
have the money to pay for it. 
Ernest, who thought of himself as a 
woman trapped in a man's body, sub­ 
merged into depression over his gender 
identity problem. He attempted suicide 
and was committed to the psychiatric 
ward in the Kings County Hospital in 
Brooklyn 
West, Plains dig out 
from killer blizzard

Roads lay buried under house-high 
snowdrifts, electricity was an on-again- 
off-again service and work crews 
searched today for more victims of a 
killer blizzard that battered the West and 
the Plains. 
Light snows wafted over the Rockies 
and parts of the'storm-weary Plains ear­ 
ly today in the wake of the weekend 
storm and stockmen's and travelers’ ad­ 
visories remained in effect in Montana. 
But warm weather settled over most 
of the storm areas Sunday ami today and 
the last storm warnings were canceled 
Sunday, spelling an end to a late-winter 
rampage that left at least 15 persons 
dead 
Seven fatalities were reported in 
Colorado, six in Nebraska and one each 
in South Dakota and Kansas Most of the 
dead were motorists trapped in their 
cars by the howling storm 
Rescue workers searched the Rockies 
and the Plains states Sunday for more 
bodies 
Thousands of northwest Kansas homes 
remained without electricity today and 


house-high snowdrifts hampered repair 
crews as high as eight feet on Sherman 
County, Kan , highways. 
A G reat P lain s E le c tric Co-op 
spokesman said the storm downed some 
1.500 utility poles in Sherman County. 
Kan 
“ The main trouble is getting crews 
around." the spokesman said. "W e’ve 
got to take men in with snowplows 


Officials estimated it could take 10 to 
15 days to fully restore power in 
Sherman County 
Utility service was 
sporadic in a number of communities in 
the four-state storm area 
Dozens of the more than 150 motorists 
holed up since Friday at an Interstate 90 
truck stop in Kadoka, S D . shoveled out 
their abandoned cars and began to leave 
the town. 


An Amtrak passenger train, snow­ 
bound for three days with 100 passengers 
aboard in McCook. Neb., headed west to 
Denver without incident Sunday. 
Another train which left Chicago with 124 
passengers Friday was stalled in Lin­ 
coln Neb 


Carter's election 
reform package to 
be given Congress 


Wojtowicz explained “ We had our ups 
and downs as most couples do and I tried 
my best to get him the money he needed 
for his sex-ehange operation Ijy so badly 
needed " 
Wojtowicz. a decorated Vietnam war 
veteran, was also desperate. He didn’t 
want to lose Ernest. So. on August 22 at 2 
p m 
he and Sal Naturale. a friend, 
walked into the Chase Manhattan Bank 
“ to save a life ” 
The money would go to pay for the 
operation 
Wojtowicz has seen “ Dog Dav After­ 
noon” three times in prison and he rates 
A I 
P a c in o ’ s 
p e rfo rm a n ce 
as 
"unbelievable and adds he deserved an 
Oscar. Further, he believes the actor 
who played Ernest was “ too much for 
words" and was deserving of an Oscar 
too 
But as a movie about him, his family 
and the robbery. "Dog Day Afternoon" 
was “ garbage." he states "If it wasn’t 
about me,’’ he commented, "it would 
have been a good movie." 
Wojtowicz estimates that the movie 
was 30 per cent accurate 
Besides 
deforming the characters of his mother 
and Carmen, it hides the fact that the 
F B I murdered Sal. he claims 
The movie shows that an agent is 
forced to shoot Sal. an 18-year-old youth, 
in order to free the hostages. According 
to Wojtowicz. the F B I and the Port 
Authority Police grabbed and disarmed 
him and Sal at the same moment. Then 
an agent put a gun to Sal’s heart, fired 
and turned to him and said, "you’re 
next ” 
What stopped the agent according to 
Wojtowicz. was a Port Authority 
policeman who Wojtowicz would like to 
thank someday. 
“ They had no reason to kill Sal." he 
recalled bitterly. “ They had him like 
they had me." 
Wojtowicz objects to another movie 
scene 
It shows him leaving Ernest 
behind and trying to board a plane to fly 
out of the country 
The scene is fallacious too. he main­ 
tains Wojtowicz and Sal were trying to 
escape, but their demands to the F B I in­ 
cluded that Ernest be allowed to board 
the plane and Ernest, who was still a 
patient at Kings County Hospital, agreed 
to go along, said Wojtowicz. 
The point of the bank robbery. 
Wojtowicz reminded, was to save 
Ernest’s life by getting money for the 
operation It would have been a farce for 
him to take the money and abandon 
Ernest 
Finally, the movie implies he sold Sal 
out to make a deal with the FBI. 
This is documented as untrue Movie 
script writer Frank Pierson admitted in 
a letter to the Fortune News that 
“ nothing in the record showed that John 
made a deal with police or the F B I of any 
kind " 
The part that hints a deal might have 
been made came out of Pierson’s own 
imagination and was done for artistic 
purposes. 
But the 1.300 cons at Lewisburg 
Penitentiary who saw the movie along 
with Wojtowicz in 1975 didn’t know that. 
All they knew 
was that selling out a 
partner-in-crirne is the lowest possible 
act 
Soon after the showing the threats 
came and they started fire-bombing 
Wojtowicz‘s cell 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Carter 
administration plans to ask Congress 
next week for a broad election reform 
package including universal voter regis­ 
tration and public financing for congres­ 
sional elections, according to presiden­ 
tial assistant Stuart Eizenstat. 
He said the White House also plans to 
move aggressively in coming weeks on 
an ambitious agenda including a con­ 
sumer advocacy agency, food stamps, 
and hospital costs. 
Carter’s 34-year-old assistant for 
domestic policy and legislation laid out 
the agenda during an interview. 
He said the election reform package is 
expected this week. In addition to mak­ 
ing it easier to register and authorizing 
federal financing of Congressional races, 
the package will include. 
— Allowing private fund-raising in ad­ 
dition to the $21.8 million limit on federal 
financing for presidential elections 
“ because of the absence of grass-roots 
involvements in fund-raising in 1976." 
— A loosening of the Hatch Act to per­ 
mit more political participation by 
federal employes. 
Carter will not propose how much 
financing should be provided for congres­ 
sional elections, nor will he offer any 
recommendations on the presidential 
electoral process, Eizenstat said 
A lawyer who was Carter’s campaign 
issues director, the bespectacled 6-footer 
gives little appearance of being the high 
school All-America basketball player he 
was in Atlanta. 
A slipped disc knocked him out of 
collegiate competition, and Eizenstat 
rarely plays now except for an oc­ 
casional pickup game. But he said he can 
still score — with that same deadly jump 
shot from 20 feet out. 


Besides the election package, here is 
Eizenstat’s rundown of initiatives ex­ 
pected from the new administration dur­ 
ing the next few months: 
— A food stamps reform proposal will 
be submitted within two weeks on the 
basis of a study under way in the Depart­ 
ments of Agriculture, and Health. 
Education and Welfare. The program

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District and Allan Hancock College will 
hold separate sp ecial m eetings 
tomorrow to formally rehire certified 
personnel for the 1977-78 academic year. 
School trustees will meet at 8 a m. at 
central administration building, 1301 
North A St Rehiring of personnel is the 
only agenda item. 
College trustees will meet at 1:30 p.m. 
on the Santa Maria campus. They will 
consider a long agenda in addition to the 
rehiring question. 
State law mandates that trustees of all 
public schools and colleges meet in mid- 
March to rehire certificated personnel.

will remain in agriculture. 
— A message asking establishment of 
an independent consumer agency will be 
ready within two weeks. It will be, with 
only a few amendments, substantially 
the bill vetoed by President Gerald Ford. 
— A proposal will be submitted in 
about three weeks to put a cap on 
hospital expenditures by uniform budget 
control and accounting procedures. "W e 
see this as the foundation of national 
health insurance," Eizenstat said. 
— Eizenstat said Carter welfare 
reforms would provide a simple uniform 
system with differences only for cost-of- 


living from state to state. They also 
would set up a system that encourages 
workers to remain on the job, but the en­ 
tire package probably will not be ready 
until next year. 
— The Office of Management and 
Budget already is conducting a "zero- 
base" review of about 15 offices and 
councils in the White House to see how 
many should be abolished. 
— Labor Secretary Ray Marshall was 
speaking for the administration when he 
said Carter would sign a bill, vetoed by 
President Gerald Ford, to expand union 
picketing rights at construction sites. 
Council to elect 
new mayor tomorrow

It occupies only one line on a four-page 
agenda, but the election of the mayor of 
Lompoc for the coming year figures to 
be a highlight of Tuesday night’s meeting 
of the Citv Council at 7:30 at 1301 North A 
St. 
The election will come at the end of the 
meeting with the only declared support 
being Councilman Charles Ward’s an­ 
nounced intention to nominate Joe 
Valencia as the city’s chief executive for 
the next 12 months. 
Mayor Eugene C. Stevens has in­ 
dicated he would like to continue in the 
post but it was uncertain whether Coun- 
cilwoman Charlotte Benton, who has 
stated she also would like to be mayor, 
or Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz were 
prepared to nominate him. 
In a statement last week, Mrs. 
Lefkowitz said she felt a person needed 
two or three years on the council before 
assuming the mayor’s job. which may 
have been an indication of which way her 
support would go. since Valencia is just 
finishing his first year on the council. 
Before the council gets to the matter 
of choosing a mayor, however, it must 
plow through two periods of oral com­ 
munications. written communications 
and these other agenda items: 
— A continued public heanng on an ap­ 
plication by Berbard A. Howard asking 
for a change in the General Plan and a 
zone change from R-l to R-3 for property 
located on Cypress Avenue east of R 
Street and partially bounded by Ocean 
Avenue. The property is near Ryon Park 
and development of housing at the loca­ 
tion drew some questions at a previous 
hearing 
— Second reading and consideration of 
adoption for an ordinance granting 
power of arrest to a city park ranger, a 
position approved at the last council 
meeting. 
— A recommendation from the city’s 
Insurance Committee that the mayor be 


authorized to execute necessary docu­ 
ments for providing dental insurance for 
eligible city employes. 
— A proposal to approve the master 
plan for College Park, the new site 
between Lompoc Shopping Center and 
the high school leased from the county 
and on which a racquetball facility will 
be developed and operated by a private 
firm. An accompanying proposed resolu­ 
tion would authorize the city to make a 
basic grant application for funds under 
the Urban Open-Space and Recreation 
Program. 


— A request from Gentry-Rados, con­ 
tractor on the Wastewater Reclamation 
Plant, to make a presentation to the 
council in support of a change in the con­ 
tract which would allow a progress pay­ 
ment to be made on the project Such ac­ 
tion by the council, the contractor states 
in a letter, would "provide the funds by 
which this contractor can legally pay 
monies outstanding and long overdue to 
some suppliers and second tier sub­ 
contractors who have filed liens against 
the project." 


— The consent calendar, including a 
request for final payment of $2,057 to 
Sanchez and Son for completion of street 
improvement projects; purchase of of­ 
fice equipment costing $1,890 for ad­ 
ministration of the Community Develop­ 
ment Block Grant Program, acceptance 
of the window replacement program at 
the Municipal Swimming Pool by J. W 
Bailey at a cost of $8,625. a resolution ap­ 
proving a priority plan for fund expen­ 
diture in the county under the Urban and 
Coastal Park Bond Act of 1976. a step 
necessary before the county can apply 
for funds on behalf of the various 
jurisdictions within the county, and ap­ 
proval of an agreement with Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company establishing a 
mini-balancing account for fuel cost 
adjustment billings, allowing the city to 
defer such payments, if desired, upon 
payment of interest at nine per cent. 
Carter aides to get 
large salary hikes 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter is considered certain to approve 
salary increases ranging up to nearly 29 
per cent for about 50 White House aides, 
with the largest amounts going to his top 
advisers. White House sources say. 
The sources said Sunday Carter is cer­ 
tain to approve proposals made in a 
salary review prepared by White House 
staffers 
Carter, who this week makes his first 
m ajor trip since assum ing the 
presidency, is expected to pass judgment 
on the pay raise plan within the next few 
weeks, perhaps sooner. 
The President’s schedule today calls 
for him to attend a Cabinet meeting, 
lunch with Vice President Walter Mon- 
dale and participate in the swearing in 
ceremony for Paul Wamke as director of 


the Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency. 
Rex Granum, deputy White House 
press secretary, acknowledged the 
salary review is near completion. He 
said he did not believe the recommen­ 
dations have been submitted to Carter, 
but that they will be soon 
The money for the executive salary 
boosts was authorized in the legislation 
which allowed members of Congress to 
give themselves increases of nearly 
$13,000 a year. 
That action included hikes for a sizable 
layer of government — involving pay 
levels two through five However, the 
raises that would apply to the White 
House are independent of the others and 
must be approved by the President 
before going into effect. 
Anglican bishops demand 
international police

NAIRO BI. Kenya (U P I) - Anglican 
bishops today demanded establishment 
of an international police force to stop 
the "reign of terror," widespread looting 
and massacre of Christians and Acholi 
and Langi tribe members in Uganda 
Ugandan security forces reportedly 
began a close surveillance of the 200 
Americans and 500 Britons in the 
landlocked East African nation after the 
government Sunday accused them of 
spreading lies to the outside world about 
killings and torture 
A Ugandan bishop who fled because he 
said his name was on a death list, the Rt. 
Rev. 
Festo Kivengere. said in La 
Canada. Calif , that at least 10.000 
Ugandans have been killed during 


President Idi Amin’s six-year reign and 
"torture, murder and intimidations con­ 
tinue." 


In a three-page statem ent, the 
Anglican bishops of Kenya demanded the 
48-nation Organization of African Unity 
and the United Nations "immediately 
set up an international Dolice force to in­ 
tervene in Uganda and help in the 
restoration of law and order as was done 
in the Congo and other countries." 


The All-Africa Conference of Churches 
had previously demanded an inter­ 
national diplomatic boycott of Kampala 
The Kenya bishops also urged the OAU 
to set up a human rights commission on 
Uganda 


Homemaker bids 
now under study

A county evaluation commit­ 
tee has taken up study of five 
bids for the 1977-78 County 
Hom em aker/Chore 
Services 
contract to serve more than 550 
aged, blind and disabled county 
residents. 


The committee is to make a 
report to the Board of Super­ 
visors April 4 The supervisors 
referred the bids to the Welfare 
Department 
and 
evaluation 
committee. 


County officials expressed 
shock and chagrin when they 
learned that Peter Gottheimer 
had submitted a bid. the second 
lowest. 


Gottheim er, of San Fran­ 
cisco, had headed the now 
bankrupt Visiting Home Ser­ 
vices, Inc. This firm had served 
the county last year, and was 
declared bankrupt last fall. 


Gottheimer bid $4 18 an hour 
for services to be rendered the 
county, while the low bidder 
was Remedy Home and Health 
Care Service, of Los Angeles. 
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on a bid of 13.96. 
O ther proposals included 
Unicare, Inc., of San Jose, with 
a 
bid of 34.28 an h our; 
Homemaker Upjohn, 
with a 
Santa Barbara office, of 34.58. 
and Community Action Com­ 
mission with a bid of 34.66. 


Following the unhappy ex­ 
perience with the Gottheimer 
group, 
county officials have 
been urged to consider factors 
other than hourly wage in 
awarding a contract. 


Quality of service, and train­ 
ing of persons employed should 
be considered, along with a 
proper wage for the workers, 
the supervisors have been told 
by representatives of senior 
citizens 
and 
other 
social- 
minded groups. 


Gottheimer’s bid is not ex­ 
pected to get serious considera­ 
tion. 
some county officials 
predict, as a result of the bind 
in which he left the county 
program last year with checks 
bouncing about being one result 
of the insolvency. 


Homemakers Upjohn, a firm 
based in Torrance, took over 
the program, at the county’s 
request 


Gottheimer was charged in a 
State 
Assembly 
Comm ittee 
probe last year of wining and 
dining certain supervisors in 
some C a lifo rn ia counties, 
presumably as an aid in getting 
contracts from various Califor­ 
nia counties But Santa Barbara 
supervisors weren’t involved, it 
was made clear.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - It 
appeared likely today that 
President Carter will get his 
wish to have Congress vote a 
cut-off of Rhodesian chrome 
imports before he addresses the 
United Nations Thursday night. 
Swift action is expected in 
both House and Senate to repeal 
the law that has allowed the 
United States to import chrome 
from the southern African na­ 
tion in defiance of U N. 
economic sanctions. 
The Senate, which has ap­ 
proved repeal of the legislation 
several times in recent years, 
began debating the issue Friday 
and was expected to vote on it 
today or Tuesday.

Italian gatherings banned 
over massive student riots 


ROM E (U PI) - Italian of­ 
ficials today banned public 
gatherings and shut down un­ 
iversities in Rome and Bologna, 
left looking like deserted bat­ 
tlefields by a weekend of stu­ 
dent rampages. 
At least 21 persons, including 
14 policemen, were seriously 
wounded in shootouts between 
students and police. Officials 
said many injured students 
probably went to private doc­ 
tors rather than risk arrest at 
hospitals. 
Police say more than 127 
persons were arrested n Rome 
and another 50 in Bologna, 
where the riots were sparked 
by the police slaying of a 26- 
year-old medical student last 
Friday. 
Pope Paul VI at his regular 
Sunday blessing from a Vatican 
balcony prayed for an end to 
“ these sad and threatening 
days.” saying, “ You are 
brothers of the same country. 


Peace. You are members of the 
same civilized society.” 
The eternal city bore the 
worst battering as 60,000 stu­ 
dents tore through the streets 
terrorizin g 
tourists 
and 
pedestrians, 
smashing win­ 
dows, tossing rocks and gas­ 
oline bombs at police and set­ 
ting 48 cars afire. 
Pistol shots still echoed 
through Rom e’s center as 
police early Sunday began pull­ 
ing students from cars and 
buses to frisk them for pistols, 
rifles and ammunition looted 
from a sporting goods store 
The debris of the weekend’s 
clashes littered the streets of 
Rome, which was quiet by dawn 
Sunday, and the Communist-run 
city of Bologna, where clashes 
continued through the day. 
Backed by armored personnel 
carriers and sharpshooters, 
police raided Bologna Universi­ 
ty at dawn and evicted thou­ 
sands of students who had oc­ 


cupied the medieval buildings 
since Friday. 
As students spilled into the 
streets to set up barricades, 
police unleashed a barrage of 
tear gas and charged the Piazza 
Maggiore, forcing a screaming 
flight by hundreds of elderly 
and mothers with children 
They found no students 
Police said the raid on the 
campus turned up dozens of 
pistols, rifles and other weap­ 
ons stolen from a Bologna gun 
shop Saturday 
University officials said the 
campus was devastated — 
damage was estimated in the 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars — and canceled classes 
until Tuesday 
Rome Univer­ 
sity, scheduled to reopen Mon­ 
day after five weeks of on-and- 
off violence, was closed at least 


until Wednesday. 
Leftist students, angered by 
the lack of jobs available to 
them after graduation, have 
been demonstrating for more 
than a month against plans to 
end a government policy 
guaranteeing a free education 
to all 
The students have also aimed 
their attacks at their old ally, 
the Communist Party, which 
they say has betrayed them in 
order to curry favor with the

The Labor Department and 
the Internal Revenue Service 
announced Sunday that the four 
trustees agreed to resign under 
a reorganization plan designed 
to correct apparent legal viola­ 
tions by the $14 billion 
Teamsters Central States pen­ 
sion fund. 
The agreement, reached in 
top-level negotiations between 
Teamster and government of­ 
ficials. also provides the 
trustees will place the assets of 
the fund into the hands of in­ 
dependent. professional in­ 
vestment managers 


In exchange, the IR S pro­ 
mised to restore permanently 
the tax-exempt status of the 
fund 
The Labor Department 
likewise agreed to drop a 
threatened law suit, and discon­ 
tinue its investigation into the 
current management of fund 
assets 
But a Labor Department at­ 
torney said the agreement does 
not end the government’s in­ 
vestigation.

Careful ironing 
rids rug of wax

DEAR POLLY — How can I remove wax that ran 
over on to my pale green plush rug? I tried ice cubes but 
they did not work I would appreciate any help. — O P. 
D EA R O.P. — Gently scrape off the excess wax with a 
dull knife, then place a clean white blotter over the stain 
and place a hot iron on it. Be careful that the iron does 
not touch the rug. Keep moving the blotter so there is 
always a clean area over the stain. Follow with a dry 
cleaning fluid.

in the top of a soda bottle with a screw-on top Put some am­ 
monia in the bottle, put top back on tightly and then sprinkle 
the rocks Repeat when the cats start to come back again, as 
well as after every rain It works for dogs, too — M ILDRED 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for those who may be put­ 
ting down self-sticking floor tiles We have just put them down 
in our bathroom and kitchen and would like to pass on some in­ 
formation that we learned for ourselves 
We had cleaned the floors and had them ready for laying the 
tiles the next day but neglected to read over the instructions 
until the next morning when we were ready to start work We 
noted that the tiles were to be kept at 65 degrees for 12 hours 
previous to installation and since our thermostat is set at 55 
degrees during the night the tiles were too brittle to install 
without breaking Instead of waiting all day for the tiles to 
warm up we took them out of the box and laid them down, two 
at a time, on the sheet on our bed Then we turned on the elec­ 
tric blanket to “ High’ and covered the tiles In a very short 
time they were pliable and ready to be laid Ours were the 
self-adhesive, peel-the-back-off tiles that come about 45 to the 
box We thought this a great idea — DIANNE

Carter also said she 
enjoys living in the White House 
and has no plans to make any 
changes in it. at least for the 
present 


The 49-year-old first lady 
spoke of her new life and her 
hope of real accomplishment in 
the two fields that interest her 
most — mental health and the 
care of the elderly — during a 
weekend interview 


She was enthusiastic, and 
conveyed a sense of excitement 
about her plans 


She revealed that her two 
sons. Chip and Jeff, and their 
wives. Caron and Annette, are 
aware of criticism about their 
living in the White House and 
■‘worry a little about it because 
they don't want people to think 
they are living off the govern­ 
ment. which they are not.” 
She noted that the Carters 
pay for all the food eaten by the 
family except that consumed in 
formal presidential entertain­ 
ing 
Also, she said. “We pay for 
postage and the other members 
of the family don’t use White 
House stationery for their 
business We pay for all the dry 
cleaning 
They clean their 
rooms So it doesn’t cost our 
government anything to have 
them stay here and I think they 
contribute. 
'We pay Chip out of our per­ 
sonal funds He does work for 
Jimmy. I think it's good for the 
country I think they really con- 
tibute ’’ 
Asked how she wants to be 
remembered in history, for 
what accomplishments’’ she 
replied 
‘‘I don’t know I never have 
thought of it in just an overall 
picture of what I'd like to ac­ 
complish and how I'd like to be 


thought of later. I just can see 
the opportunities. There are so 
many things you can do. and as 
you know I have been interested 
in mental health and programs 
for the elderly. 


"During the campaign I saw 
the problems ... Campaigning is 
a learning experience If you go 
to a convalescent home and into 
a nursing home every day. and 
say vote for my husband.' you 
just see and you know if Jim- 
m y ' s e l e c t e d I can do 
something about it.' So it's a 
real challenge and a real 
responsbiiity that you feel.” she 
said 


Mrs Carter hopes her Mental 
Health Commission will be able 
to conduct a study to find out 
‘ where we are and what needs 
to be done.” 


She said she plans to hold a 
joint hearing somewhere near 
the Canadian border with the 
wife of the Canadian Prime 
Minister Mrs Trudeau also is 
working in the mental health 
field 


Many first ladies have com­ 
plained about a lack of privacy 
in the White House, but Mrs. 
Carter does not feel the same 
way. 


“It really is awesome to walk 
around and think about the 
history of those rooms when 
you read about the things that 
happened." she said, adding 
that she really enjoys living 
there 


"Jimmy's at home more than 
he has ever been,” she said. 
"We were so scattered for so 
long He comes home to dinner. 
We have had two years of con­ 
centrated exposure from the 
campaign Now we can go up­ 
stairs. just the family and be 
very private there. 


"We haven't changed any­ 
thing." she said “ In fact we’ve 
been busy with so many other 
things that I'd rather stay there 
for a while anyway to see what 
I want. But I don’t have any 
plans to change anything now,"

The Concorde at Kennedy 


The battle for the SST was a 
long and hard-fought one here 
in the U.S. and the forces of 
the environment ultimately 
won against the overwhelming 
odds of the super planes propo­ 
nents. At least for a while. 
While the battle was raging 
here, the French and British 
governments joined hands for 
a European version of the SST, 
called appropriately enough, 
Concorde. That plane, com­ 
pleted several years ago, has 
been flying into airports 
around the world since its 
completion. The airports of 
the U.S., because of en­ 
vironmental considerations, 
have been off-limits, with the 
sole exception of Dulles in 
Washington, and a new battle 
is now raging over that situa­ 
tion. 
While domestic environmen­ 
talists have perservered in 
their efforts at keeping the 
Concorde out of our airspace, 
with the Dulles experiment be­ 
ing the exception, the French 
and British governments have 
mounted an offensive little 
short of blackmail to get the 
Carter 
Administration 
to 
reverse the ban and allow the 


Concorde landings at Kennedy technology far more con- 
Airport in New York as well as ducive to our space than was 
at Dulles. Carter, of course, 
does not have that jurisdic­ 
tion. The New York and New 
Jersey Port authorities do, 
and to date they aren’t budg­ 
ing. 
The British have sent their

We 
would trust the politics of the 
matter will be kept in perspec­ 
tive and that the criteria by 
which we made our SST deci­ 
sion several years ago would 
remain paramount in the 
minds of the Port Authority of­ 
ficials who must decide.

Nixon's dollar-saving ploy nixed 


WASHINGTON — Even as president, 
Richard Nixon rarely missed an oppor­ 
tunity to save a few personal dollars. His 
efforts to wrangle a tax deduction for his 
papers were almost as embarrassing as 
the sordid Watergate tapes. 
But the penurious former president, 
harassed by mounting legal bills, has 
now devised another 
novel method to get 
himself off the finan­ 
cial hook. Nixon is try­ 
ing to cover his legal 
c o s ts 
w ith 
a 
h o m e o w n e r s 
i n ­ 
surance policy. 
T he d e ta ils a r e 
spelled out in a letter 
in our possession from 
the Great American 
Insurance Companies 
to the exile of San 
C lem ente. The in­ 
s u ra n c e firm w as 
responding to a letter 
fro m E d w a rd O 
Sullivan. Pat Nixon's 
second cousin and the 
man who handles the Nixon family’s in­ 
surance. 
Sullivan told Great American that un­ 
der court rulings, Nixon could be per­ 
sonally liable in the four major civil suits 
against him. One charges Nixon and his 
ex-cohorts with bugging top government 
officials. Another blames him for using 
the CIA and others to harass me and my 
staff. 
The ex-president, fearing he'll be slap­ 
ped with fees and dam ages in the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, offered 
an ingenuous interpretation of his 
homeowner’s policy He had Sullivan ask 
Great American for assurances that it 
would foot the bill for the lawsuits 
On M arch 1. G reat A m erican's 
casualty claims chief. Henry Schillin, 
turned Nixon down cold Nixon s policy 
covers only “damages for bodily injury 
and property dam age.” Schilling wrote 
Lawsuits “ against you arising out of 
your actions as President of the United 
States." are excluded, he reminded Nix­ 
on 
Nor could Nixon use his personal 
“ umbrella” policy to pay for presiden­ 
tial lawsuits. Nixon's problems do not 
involve “bodily injury, sickness, disease, 
disability” or a host of other ills, in­ 
cluding “ hum iliation.” the firm in­ 
dicated Besides, the policy excludes any 
act “ committed ... with the intent to 
cause personal injury ” 
None of Nixon’s insurance policies, the 
firm added bluntly, “afford coverage for 
conspirary alleged in some of the causes 
of action ” The insurance company flatly 
refused to pay any damages which might 
arise from presidential wrongdoing 
Footnote: Insurance man Sullivan said 
he would have been “remiss not to make 
a claim" following the court ruling that 
Nixon could be held personally liable. 
Sullivan is now contemplating legal ac­ 
tion against the insurance company. Nix­ 
on’s lawyers declined comment. 
CHEMICAL NIGHTMARE - It began 
with a simply human mix-up. But the 
contamination of cattle feed in Michigan 
with the toxic chem ical PBB has 
mushroomed into a disaster of alarming 
proportions. The dangerous chemical 
has infected the state’s food supply and 
has even been detected in mother's milk. 
Since the fateful accident involving 
PBB more than three years ago. a 


phalanx of government agencies has in­ 
sisted there is no hazard to human be­ 
ings. Yet scientists have discovered that 
thousands of Michigan residents are suf­ 
fering serious illnesses from PBB ex­ 
posure We have had access to their con­ 
fidential findings. 
PB B h a s b e e n fo u n d in th e 
bloodstream s of virtu ally all the 
Michigan residents examined in the new 
scientific study. A significant number of 
people are suffering from skin disorders, 
hair loss, blisters and boils. 
Others have seen their skin change 
color, or are sweating much more than 
they used to Still others are experienc­ 
ing headaches, loss of memory, liver ab­ 
norm alities. sleep disturbance and 
physical weakness. Some people have 
been sleeping 16 hours a day but remain 
exhausted 
The tragic story has been carefully 
documented by Rep Andrew Maguire. 
D-N J . and the House Investigations 
Subcommittee It began in 1973 at the 
Michigan Chemical Co.. which was mak­ 
ing two sim ilar products. One was 
“ Nutrim aster." used to sweeten cattle 
feed The other was “ Firem aster." a 
fire retardant containing PBB. 
The PBB bags were usually lettered in 
red But one day. because of a shortage, 
both products were packaged in similar 
brown bags. Nearly 1.000 pounds of 
Firem aster were accidentally loaded 
onto the wrong truck and distributed to 
dairy farmers throughout Michigan. 
After eight long months, the toxi 
chemical was finally discovered by Fred 
Halbert, a Battle Creek farm er who has 
a degree in chemical engineering 


Eventually. 30.000 cattle died and 500 
farms had to be quarantined Yet the 
government maintained there was no 
danger to humans The Food and Drug 
Adminstration ruled that less than 3 
parts per million of PBB could be 
allowed in meat and milk products 
The FDA told our associate. Howie 
Kurtz, that it has no way of knowing 
whether that level of PBB is safe It 
simply says it’s the smallest amount that 
can be detected with modern instru­ 
ments. 
Federal and state governments asked 
scientists from New York's Mt. Sinai 
School of Medicine, headed by Dr Irving 
Selikoff. to study the effects of PBB on 
people 
Selikoff examined more than 
1.000 Michigan farm ers and consumers, 
and his initial findings are disturbing 
“ At this time, no class or group of people 
of those examined by us can be said to be 
free of risk." his confidential study 
warns 
A third of those examined said their 
health had deteriorated Some said their 
nails developed ridges and pits and grew 
so fast they had to cut them three times 
a week 
investigators noted that the 
hooves of PBB-infected cows started 
growing upward and became deformed 
A num ber of people found their 
strength dwindling. Some high school 
students, who practiced weightlifting, 
for instance, could no longer lift the 
same weights 
“ PBB is being regularly found in the 
<blood i serum of the individuals ex­ 
amined." the study declares 
Selikoff cautions that his findings are 
preliminary and more study is needed 


Senator Charles Percy, along with 
majority leader Senator Robert Byrd, 
and the chairman of the Government 
O p e ra tio n s C o m m itte e , S e n a to r 
Abraham Ribicoff, is promoting a bill 
which all good men should endorse, and 
it is heartening to see the bipartisan 
auspices under which it is launched. The 
bill is complicated, but the wonderful in- 
g e n u ity 
of 
it 
overwhelms the slight 
cost of mastering that 
complication. And if 
the bill is passed, it is 
not an exaggeration to 
say that the idea of 
dem ocratic govern­ 
m e n t 
w ill 
be 
revalidated. 
Because 
as things now stand, 
the average American 
is probably affected in 
the course of a typical 
year less by laws pas­ 
sed by Congress, than 
by regulations passed 
by bodies created by 
Congress, som e of 
them generations ago. 
and loosed upon society to torment the 
public. 
How do you get rid of a regulatory 
agency*’ Or. for that m atter, how do you 
go about reforming it? The answer is you 
don’t Because the agencies are super- 
lobbies, and entrenched as they are. deep 
in the bowels of Washington, anyone who 
attempts a neat incision to pluck them 
out runs into paralyzing pressures and 
com plications by men and women 
struggling to maintain power, prestige, 
and affluence 


The neatness of the R egulatory 
Reform Act of 1977 is in the so-called 
sunset provisions of the bill. It would say 
— for instance, to the infamous Oc­ 
cupational Safety and H ealth Ad­ 
ministration (OSHA) of the Department 
of Labor, which recently undertook to in­ 
struct a company on the exact size of the 
partitions separating the stalls in the 
factory washrooms —: if no plan for 
comprehensive reform is passed, then — 
subject to certain qualifications — you 
go automatically out of existence 
Under the circumstances, the usual at­ 
tempts by these agencies to frustrate 
refo rm would c o n stitu te a self- 
immolation. As far as OSHA is con­ 
cerned, one could only wish that exactly 
that would happen. But some of the agen­ 
cies do work that ought to be done But 
virtually all of them need to be reformed 
with a view to contemporary problems. 


If the RRA is passed, all regulatory 
agencies would be reformed or scrapped 
over a period of eight years. The bill’s 
sponsors have carefully grouped the 
agencies in related areas. For instance, 
during the first two-year period, those 
agencies would be examined that deal 
with energy, the environment, housing, 
and occupational health and safety. A 
moment’s thought establishes the inter­ 
connections in these fields. 


What then would happen is that the 
President of the United States would 
recommend a reform plan to Congress 
for the above agencies by April 30. 1979. 
The relevant committees of Congress 
would receive these recommendations, 
weigh them, holding hearings, amend 
them, accept them, reject them, but in 


any event report out a reform bill by 
May U 1980 
If by August 1. 1980. Congress has 
failed to act on that reform bill, then 
from that moment on. the affected agen­ 
cies would lose their authority to issue 
any new rules (except those certified as 
necessary for public health and safety). 
If by October 1 Congress has not yet 
acted, then the affected agencies would 
lose their authority to enforce the old 
rules 
If by December 31 Congress has not 
acted, then the affected agencies would 
cease to exist. 
It is contemplated by the prescient 
sponsors of this legislation that the cycle 
would continue ad infinitum. And of 
course it should This means that every 
government regulatory body — and there 
are approximately 100. whose rulings 
result in an expenditure of $60 billion a 
year if you take the word of the GAO. 
$120 billion if you take the word of Presi­ 
dent Ford's economists — would be reex­ 
amined every eight years. This is hardly 
too much to ask. since it takes far less 
than eight years for situations to change 
drastically, as witness the energy crisis, 
which is less than four years old. 
Complaints against the regulatory 
agencies have climbed up the taxonomic 
ladder to sit side by side with complaints 
against the weather, taxes and ill health 
It has simply been assumed that nothing 
ever can be done about it. And with good 
reason, because in fact practically 
nothing ever has been done about them. 
That is why Senator Percy’s bill is 
reason to ring the bells, and remind 
ourselves that we are supposed to be a 
self-governing republic.
